Chamber of Commerce 
officials should note that federal plans call not for the en- 
largement of present factories but the creation of new ones well 
removed from the sea coast. The description would fit our 
own City. 
We have three competing railroad 


®lines,-goocl highways, and arc within 48 
' miles of river-barge transportation 
at Camden to tide-water at New Or- 
leans; we arc close to thc greatest 
natural gas fields in America, and we 
have a great reservoir of native Amer- 
ican farm labor which in previous 
generations has proved its capacity 
to learn the use of machine-tools in 
cily factories.

'Plane Trade Borrows 


Idea From Kitchen 


BALTIMORE, 
Md.—(IP)—An 
idea 


borrowed from the kitchen is'reduc- 
ing the cost of building airplanes. 


It's a "double-boiler to melt zinc 


with greater purity, and lengthen the 
life of pots in which zinc is melted. 
Zinc is used in making dies to form 
metal airplane parts. The Glenn L. 
Martin Company announced the new 
development. 


Formerly, zinc was melted in pots 


placed directly over the fire. But heat 
concentrated at certain ooints, and 
the zinc took on impurities from the 
melting of the pot itself. The costly 
pots quickly eroded or "burned out." 


Lead—not water as in the kitchen- 


is used in the bottom part of the new 
double-boiler. The smaller pot con- 
taining teh zinc is placed inside the 
pot of molten lead, which distributes 
heat evenly. 


Research mensay there is no ten- 


dency for the metal pot to allow with 
the zinc. The "cooked" zinc is purer, 
thus making better dies, and they be- 
lieve the inner pot will last indef- 
initely. Also, cheaper steel can now 
be used to make the zinc-melting pot.

They Beat the Sen 


To protect themselves the Dutch 


evolved a feudal system with great, 
fortified castles. But the baronies ne- 
ver congealed into a nation until 
around 1500 A. D, when the dukes of 
Burgundy began to merge them. 


Behind this political history rnn 


the dogged traders' strain and the fight 
igainst the sea. In the big towns 
looms had begun to hum. On the 
•roast three-masters filled the harbors 
.vith forests of masts. And more and 
more polders were salvaged 
from 


'.he sea -by dikes and canals and 
windmills. 


Break the Dykes 


Burgundian marriages put Holland 


in the hands of Austrian and Spanish 
.ulers. These rulers were Catholics. 
Lhe Dutch were largely protestant. 
1 he Catholics made forays into the 
-w country to hold the Hollanders 
loyal to Rome. 


The Duke of Alva, with 10,000 troops, 


thought to stamp out protestantism 
by shooting. He only fanned Dutch 
fti'bbornness into fighting heat. They 
opened their dyes, flooded their coun- 
try, and broke fne Duke of Alva. 


The Dutch helped'Marlborough beat 


back Louis XIV of France but Napol- 
eon annexed them. Then the peace 
cf Westphalia set up both Holland 
and Belgium as a single nation. But 
the Belgians arc Catholics. In 1830 
they fought for independence and 
won it with the aid of 
Catholic 


France. _ 


The Dutch resumed the life they 


really like: working, selling, saving. 
They had been pioneers in opening 
the trade routes to the Far East. 
They had sailed courageously into the 
ftrange and heathen harbors of the 
Dutch East Indies to trade. 


The English had had the same idea. 


Their rivalry came to a climax in the 
Seventeenth century and the Dutch 
won. 
The world didn't know then 


what the Dutch won. Today the Dutch 
East Indies (lying south of India across 
the equator). are one of the world's 
treasure troves. 


Grocer to the World 


So Holland sells the world 
(from 


her Indies) rubber, tin, spices, kapok, 
coffee, quinine and pepper (the last 
two are virtually Dutch monoplics 
in world trade). 


From home she sends out boat-loads 


of tulips, dairy products, airplanes 
and machinery. She send boats, too. 
Not the fat-bellied three-masters of 
old, but sleek powerboats, now. 
, 


Holland's 8 millions live on land 


little bigger than Maryland. And yet 
Ihey have one of the highest living 
standards in Europe. No slums. No 
illiteracy. The Dutch saw the need for 
housing laws back in 1901, when the 
United States was still punch-drunk 
from the bonanza dreams. Now it's 
a rare Dutch worker who doesn't have 
at least four rooms and kitchen. 


'Way back in 1874 the Dutch put 


restrictions on child labor. In 1919 they 
cut the working day to eight hours, 
and passed old age pension laws. In 
1921 
they set up workmen's com- 


pensation and sick bene'fits.
